QUESTIONS I GET 
ABOUT 
U.S. SAVINGS BONDS

Q. We are in our late 40s, both 
working now that our three 
children are grown, and still 
find that at the start of a 
new year we’re no better off, 
financially, than we were a 
year ago. No investments; no 
savings. Money just seems to 
dribble through our fingers. 
What would you suggest? 


A. I can’t think of any device 
which would force you into 
the nearest savings bank on 
pay day. BUT, I certainly 
favor a system which would 
help you put money aside 
BEFORE you get your wages: A Payroll Sav­ 
ings Plan which would deduct X dollars a week 
from your wages to be put into Series E Sav­ 
ings Bonds.

Bonds. (U. S. Savings Bonds 
are exempt from state and 
local income and personal 
property taxes.) 


Hasn’t the time run out for some of the older

putting 
varnish on correctly,” Six 
coats or more are used to 
“sink the design. 
Wet and dry sandpaper, 
placed 
around 
a 
felted 
wooden block, is used in the 
“ milking process.“ This is 
accomplished 
by 
placing 
water 
on 
the 
varnished 
surface of the object, then 
buffing just enough to take 
off the high spots to make 
the work absolutely level. 
The 
interaction 
between 
water and sanding renders 
the affected areas a whitish 
c o l o r 
t e m p o r a r i l y . 
Sometimes the application 
of 
steel 
wool 
is 
used 
between sandings, or wax is 
rubbed into the surface of 
the backing. 
One of the very last steps, 
according 
to Johnson, 
is 
polishing 
the 
decoupage 
with a piano finish (oil and a 
powder mixed until pasty.) 
Johnson 
has 
to 
date 
completed some 30 pieces of 
decoupage, with about half 
a dozen currently in various 
stages.

The two-cent letter

The days of the two - cent 
letter are long gone. The 
price of mailing had risen to 
this level in 1925 and the 
people were outraged at the 
increased 
cost of 
postal 
service. 
These were 
the 
days when a Coke cost a 
nickel, cigarettes were 15 
cents a pack and a silk 
bathrobe could be bought 
for $8. 
Lompoc's first post office 
opened its doors in 1875 
under the supervision of B. 
F. Tucker. The expanded tri 
- weekly stage service to 
Santa Maria was also under 
his 
jurisdiction, 
and, 
as 
there 
w ere 
only 
two 
employes, they were kept 
quite 
busy 
making 
sure 
everything ran smoothly. 
As the town grew, the post 
office kept pace. In the 96 
years 
that 
it 
has 
been 
operating, 
it 
has 
moved 
eight times, each time to a 
bigger and better place. 


Lompoc was growing at 
such a rate that in 1927 the 
office decided to make its 
seventh move. The city took 
bids on the financing of the 
new building and the Moore 
Mercantile Company’s bid 
was accepted. The building 
that is now the warehouse 
for 
Moore's 
Department 
Store was the structure that 
was built. 
It was grand and modern 
for those times. The staff 
was large, six employes and 


a 
substitute, 
and 
the 
building had four service 
windows instead of three as 
there had been in the old 
o f f i c e . 
T h e 
m a j o r 
im provement 
was 
that 
there was 50 per cent more 
floor space, allowing the 
workers greater mobility in 
moving 
the mail 
that 
flooded the office. 
The changeover to this 
modern structure took place 
smoothly. The entire setup 
was moved in one day, a 
Sunday, 
and the 
office 
opened at the usual time on 
Monday. The saying that the 
mail must go through seem s 
to have been the watchword 
of the movers. 
Everything 
was 
under 
control. 
The only 
hitch 
people found in the usual 
procedure 
was 
that 
the 
numbers on the post boxes 
ran upward from the front 
instead of from the back. 
The next step foreward was 
to be city carrier delivery. 
This post office building 
adequately 
handled 
mail 
service in Lompoc for 35 
years. The post office that is 
presently on the corner of 
W. Ocean and O Street was 
built in 1962, and true to the 
tradition that Wells Fargo 
Pony Express started in the 
west, the mail still goes 
through. 
T he 
s m a l l 
t o w n , 
personalized post office has 
constantly changed to fit the 
needs 
of 
an 
expanding 
community. 
Mechanized 
mail gets lost sometimes, 
but then things are more 
complex than they were in 
th e 
d a y s 
whe n 
the 
postmaster knew nearly all 
the people in town.
